Mn W. H..Moore, of Professor Edison's 
establishment at Menlo Park, is now stop- 
ping in Shanghai with o view of procuring 
stipplies of bamboo fibre. ‘This has been 
found a thoroughly satisfactory material for 
the carbon pointa for the electric light. It 
is inexpensive, durable, and flexible ;. there 
is no combustion whatever of it; it gives.a| 
perfect white light, with no flicker, and is 
therofore less fatiguing 
carbon points formerly used. ‘The alloy of 
latinum and irridium makea a perfect 
lamp, but it bad to be givon up in con- 
sequence of the scarcity of the metals’ and 
their expense. Paper was tried, but it 
could not be depended upon. The bam- 
boo -fibre is cut off the hollowed bamboo 
by hand labour, the oil -having-- becn 
first extracted, and the bamboo cured ; it is 
then cut into strips of the eight-thousandth 
part of an inch thick, and thinned to about 
a third of that by a little plane. worked by 
haf. It ia used in e lamp from which the 
air is entirely exhausted’; it is bent double, 
each end attached to a copper wire, and the 
electricity is driven through it, the electric 
light burning in the vacuum. ~ The use of 
the amboo fibre’ was discovered about o 
year ago by Professor Edison, who experi- 
mented upon the handle of a fon. Mr 
Moore has contracted in Japan for a million 
bamboos' a month. China New Year 
naturally interferes with business here just 
now. Mr Moore intends travelling over 
tho East to study the qualities of the 
different varieties of bamboo, which’ ate 
numbered by the hundred by botaniats. 
8o far, a narrow range of exporionce would 
indicate that tropical bamboos are not of 
sufficiently hard fibre,—Mercury.
